The i lose crowding 
flee to poverty, the utter neglect o) 
white landlords and the complete igno- 
rance of the laws of health invite all 
sorts of disease. For sickness there is 
small chance of recovery without hos- 
pitals, dispensaries, nurses and often 
withcut doctors. There is no chance for 
fresh air in their houses and alleys, and 
in some instances parks ;ire forbidden 
Uiejn. Thtie are neither gymnasiums 
nor playgrounds for the children. The 
wonder is that the death rate is not 
greater. 


With sncii physical conditions we 


may rightly expect the criminal statis- 
tics to be what they are. Clear concep- 
tions of right and wrong are hard to 
find among such ignorance, poverty and 
disease. While this accounts for it, it 
does not excuse the crime, but now that 
the investigators understand the cause 
they are going to hepm at the bottom and 
try to better the physical condition of 
tbe people. 


There must be ht'.tUli boards, hospi- 


tals, reformatories, dispensaries and free 
clinics. Yet the colored people must re- 
ly wholly upon themselves to obtain 
them, without influence and without 
moii'.y. It may look discouraging, but 
they are not afraid. 
The beginnings 


will have to be small, yet it is amazing 
how much can he done through volun- 
tary associations, such «s building loan 
associations, mothers' meetings, mutu- 
al benefit associations, home improve- 
ment sucietirs and parents' associations, j 
A great deal 'of this woik i« already be- 
ing douc among the negroes, but it needs 
to be systematized and extended. 


Tho coming year will -be spent in 


gathering statistics us to the manner of 
life of the people, their resources and 
greatest needs. At (he nest conference 
plans will be discussed for organized 
work. Ere long a wirle interest inusr 
certiiinly bi- felt in this movement, 
which means so much to both races m 
i ho south. The work is being done not 
only for tho negro, Imt for the public 
KOOtl. To ameliorate their own condi- 
tion is to elevate rh? standing of the 
city, mental, moral and physical. If 
the city will not do it for theni, they 
will do it for the cily. And may they 
prosper in their undertaking.—Boston 
Triinscripi.

"From the farther 
side of the splendid room," s«id the old 
gentleman to me as be related the story, 
his eyes glowing with the recollection 
of the triumph of the honr, "appeared 
the Grand Duke Coustantine, one of • 
America's miest friends, and, both of 
his hands outstretched, he took both of 
mine in his as he reached me,'" 


The grand duke asked what he couid 


do for Mr. Francis, die man of whom 
they had: heard so much, whose life sav- 
ing service was even then of such valuo 
to Russia's seacoast, and whose inven- 
tions promised so much for Russia— 
what could he do? Air, Francis said 
that he would like to meet the czar. 


Certainly. The grand duke would 


make an appointment with him.to dine 
in a day or two with the czac at the 
palace.

A day or tsvo afterward' Mr. Francis

I donbi not there was a merry 
twinkle in his eye, for no man. loved a 
quiet joke better than he did.

"Well, how are you coming on in 


your efforts to meet; the czar?""

He called attention to the rise of the 


wheel in foreign signal service as earH 
as l8-,o, and also to the fact, that th« 
signal corps of the Colorado nationa 
guard at Cripple Creek shortly before 
His report was written had in actual 
service proved- vastly superior to the 
other men, although they were not then 
nsing their wheels, but the muscular 
training had inured them to hardship 
and better enabled them to-stand tho 
strain of marching in a mountainous 
country. 


The report awakened general interest 


m army circles and correspondence 
opened with the war department office 
as a result of the recommendation, re- 
sulted m an appropriation for nine bi- 
cycles for this .department The wheels 
were of special make and believed to 
be the most adapted for service in the 
rough-conn try of the west. The wheels 
weighed 41 pounds each and were 
equipped with solid rubber cushion 
tires. It was not deemed possible to use 
the newer pneumatic tire in a country 
where the cactus grows more luxurious- 
ly than grass Und where the mountain 
trails are covered with sharp splinters 
of ami 


The wheels were put at the servic° of 


certain of the men whose duty it was to 
.keep the telegraph lines in repair. The 
department of. the Colorado, with but 
few exceptions, covers all the military 
telegraph lines maintained by the gov 
ernment, and they are by no means in- 
significant. The lina from Fort Grant 
to San Carlos is 70 miles long; that 
from Fort Apache to San Carlos 100 
m lies; Fort Duchesne to Price, Utah 
on the Rio Grande Western, 108 miles' 
and there is a still longer line from 
Hoi brook on the Atlantic and Pacific 
railroad to Wilcox, A. T., on the South- 
ern Pacinc. There are others, but thcge 
are the long ones,- and it is imperative 
that the lines be kept in perfect, work- 
ing condition. 


Before the bicycle was introduced the 


linemen traveled on horseback, and if 
any very heavy repair work was to be 
done a team and full camping outfit 
were necessary, aiid progress was there- 
fore slow. With tho advent of the bi- 
cycle a different state of affairs was 
brought about. Now each of the lines 
isdiTidedintc sections, which are in 
charge of the various operators. If the 
operator at Fort Apache finds that his 
line will not work, he mounts his wheel 
and rides along the line looking for 
trouble. At the end of five miles he 
Unas a testing box on the telegraph 
poles. He is thus able to tell whether 
the line is all right that far. 


The next five miles is traversed the 


same way, and this is kept up until the 
operator from the other end is met, who 
has also been out looking for tho diffi- 
culty. Each man who goes ont is pro 
Tided with a pair of telegraph pliers a 
set of pullits for uniting the broken 
wire and a coil of wire. These article 
arc. really ail that are required for or 
dinary repairs and add no inconvenient 
weight to the wheel. It has been found 
tirnt breaks can be repaired in one-hall 
tho titnfi weT-ioaoiy required since the 
men have boen using- the bicycle. 


The original number of wheels, nine 


BOOH demonstrated the value of tho bi- 
cyjle, and now there are CO wen in the 
(Jppartment who have the wheel mount.
